Honor your children—such a re-
versal of the Fourth Commandment ocbeorved
by parents would do more gooad In the world,
in my opinlon, than a tyrranizing assertion of
parental authority., It is well for children to
honor thelr parents—when they deserve puch
honor, But parenta should first seck to merit
this by thelr treatment of thelr children. Wae
may talk about the evils of modern life, of
decnit and dishonesty In buslness, politles and
the domestie relutions; but these evila can't ba
aradicated untll the source la removed, and
the souree is In the home, Men are what their
parents have made them. Cowardles, treachery
and dishonesty In life Invariably develop from
#fed sown In the child 1ife.”

Miss Helen Ware, who has  distinguished
heraself by her characterizations In drumus of
modern life, was sitting in the reception room
of ‘her sulte fn the Vendlg lnst evenlng  Miss
Ware hnd besn dlacussing the probloms of
modern life as aflording material for denma,
and the eonversation turned from marrloge to
the reintion of parent and child.
